W hile

G ettysburg

Adams county, I. L. Taylor, tenth 
president and executive officer, today 
passed the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
his connection with the institution. 
In th e 25 years from December I, 
1901, to December I, 1926, Mr. T ay ­ 
lor’s career in banking, first as a 
clerk, then as receiving and paying 
teller, 
successively, 
and 
finally 
as 
president, “ is an exam ple in 
hard 
work which young men, launching in 
business or a profession, would do 
well 
to 
conscientiously 
follow 
and 
carefully scrutinize,” one of his as- 
hociates on the board of director* a s­ 
serted. 
“To attain the presidency of the 
oldest and largest banking institution 
in Adam s county was not 
an easy 
task, nor one won by a single leap 
or through favoritism, but it came to 
Mr. Taylor only by reason of his quali­ 
fications. his fitness 
and 
his 
per­ 
sonality,” this director added. 
Irvin Luther Taylor, better known 
to 
his 
friends 
and 
intim ate 
ac­ 
quaintances as “ I. I..,” was born in 
Mcnallen township, a son of Pet r and 
Eliabeth (Knouse) Taylor, and “ from 
the hills he brought a determ ination 
of purpose, a 
steadfastness of 
en­ 
deavor and a ruggedness of character 
which have stood him in good stead I 
in hi* chosen profession.” 
Taught School 9 Years 
A fter spending sixteen years on the 
farm , learning the rudiments of the 
world's basic industry, “ I. L 
felt the 
urge 
for 
proper 
mental 
training, 
which had its inception in the pub-1 
lie schools of Mcnallen township. He 
attended W alter K reb’a private school. 
I nown as Edge Hill Institution, near 
I ittlestown. and another 
school 
at 
E ast Berlin. 
With such training, Mr. Taylor be-' 
gan a career as a school teacher, and ; 
for nine years he taught in Adams 
and I^ancaater counties, the last five 
being 
served 
as 
principal 
cf 
the 
Arendtsville schools. 
Un November 
26, 1901, he wa* elected to a c le rk -j 
ship in the bank, a ra th e r menial j 
position in those days as he now' re- J 
calls. 
“ As a clerk, my chief duties were 
to keep the place clean, go to the jm*^t , 
office for the mail and help count the 
money a fte r banking hours,” Mr T a y ­ 
lor smilingly recalled. 
The late Dr. John A. Swope was 
president of the bank when Mr. T ay­ 
lor began to work there, and he and

Rumor* em anating from Y< rk to 
the effect th a t the local district of­ 
fice was to la* closed and th a t “hun­ 
dreds of men” were to be throw n out 
of employment were characterized as 
“bunk” by Samuel H art, district en­ 
gineer. 
Two reasons were assigned by of­ 
ficials in the district office for the 
layoff of approxim ately one-third of 
the personnel o f the local district. 
The first of these reasons is the fact 
th at all paving and survey work in 
the tri-county district has been stop­ 
ped for the w inter and the second 
*eason is th a t all available state bond 
funds for road building purposes have 
been utilized. 
Much Work Completed 
The number of men laid off this 
tall in the local district is larger than 
ever before due to the fact th a t more 
road building and survey work had 
been under way in Adams, York and 
"ran kl in counties this y ear than ever 
before and more men were employed 
during the summer. 
Extensive stretches of concrete pav­ 
ing were built in York, Adams and 
Franklin counties during the spring 
and sum m er with funds from the $50,- 
000,000 sta te road bond issue. 
All 
work possible has been contracted for 
anti under construction from the pro­ 
ceeds of road bond sales and no new 
work ca r be started until additional 
state funds arc available, it was stated 
by officials in the 
highway d epart - 1 
ment. 
Rain, which caused cessation of all 
{laving work in the district last week, 
also stopped the survey corps in the

Although

Dougherty 
stated that his company would soon 
be forced to meet the competition of 
the outside m arkets by paying dairy­ 
men mon- for their milk, he would 
not say whether the added cost for 
the product would be passed on to the 
consumer in the retail price. 
Baltimore Pays $3.45 
Residents of G ettysburg now pay 
11 cents a quart for milk, tho pint 
price being six cents. 
This was tho 
price milk had been in H arrisburg 
before tod ay ’s rise in price. 
The decision of dairymen in Ad­ 
ams, York and Cumberland counties 
to send their milk to Baltimore and 
Philadelphia 
caused 
a 
scarcity 
in 
H arrisburg, and recently it was neces­ 
sary to borrow seven tons from the 
Hershey chocolate company to meet 
the demand. 
A Baltimore 
distributing 
*jgewoy 
has promised Adams county farm ers 
and dairymen $3.45 a hundred pound* 
for their milk, which 
was 
seventy 
cents above the old price paid by H ar­ 
risburg 
dealers. 
The 
Philadelphia 
price is somewhat low'or than th** Bal­ 
timore quotation, which is one of tho 
highest in the country. 
Price Jum p Intimated 
The G ettysburg Ice

Company paid $2.60 a hundred pound* 
for milk during November, and it was 
intimated by Mr. Dougherty that this 
figure would have to be boosted for 
December, with milk going out of the 
county in large quantities.

Costs More In W inter 
Results of a record made of 329 
cows in one county showed that the 
average cow produced

The cost of feeding each cow was 
given as $114.IK.

THE SWEETLAND 
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Early telephone lines were built by 
placing open wires on poles along the 
streets. 
As the system grew, the 
overhead open wires became so num­ 
erous aud the pole lines so heavy, that 
*lwy w e a fine target for sleet and 
« M storms. 
Telephone engineers then invented 
the lead-covered cable, in which as 
many as 2424 wires are bound closely 
together and which is no larger than 
a man’s wrist. These cables are placed 
on short, sturdy poles, or even buried 
underground. 
Above is shown the structure of a 
telephone cable. 
Each wire is wrap­ 
ped separately with paper insulation. 
Then each pair of wires is twisted | 
and the pairs are arranged in layers, J 
each layer being a spiral in the op­ 
posite direction from the one on top !

This minimizes the possibility of 
any current passing from one wire in i 
the cable to another, which causes 
“cross-talk.” The lead sheath on the 
outside prevents moisture getting into J 
the cable, and also protects it from 
sharp objects' or hard surface? with 
which it might come in contact.
